Accusations pertaining to legal and 
ethical implications of management 
decisions by BYU’s Motion Picture 
Studio Director Peter Johnson began 
receiving media coverage Sunday. 
However, former studio employees 
say they voiced their complaints to 
university officials and investigative 
committees months before media cov- 
erage began. 

Though other sources decline to be 
named, Kurt Vreeken, a former busi- 
ness consultant to the studio who was 
laid off approximately one month ago, 
said he first voiced his concerns about 
the legalities of a contract, commonly 
referred to as the “Sandstar Con- 
tract,” ina business plan he presented 
to Johnson in August. 

Vreeken. and others criticize the 
contract’s ability to defer studio pay- 
ment until films attracted by Sand- 
star are sold. Johnson, in his response 
to a studio audit BYU conducted, 
said he entered into the contract with 
the Motion Picture Studio’s interests 
in mind. “The basie financial concept 
behind these projects was an attempt 
to»provide us an opportunity at some 
future date to recoup costs that would 
otherwise be lost,” Johnson said in his 
written response. 

“There are often times when the 
studio has no work to do. During 
these times it seemed reasonable 
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from a financial standpoint to engage 
in co-production activity with outside 
production companies in order to give 
us a potential recoupment of all or at 
least part of those sunk costs.” 

Vreeken, in his business plan said, 
“The Sandstar contract purportedly 
works to the best interests of the uni- 
versity and the Studio by bringing 
commercial motion picture produc- 
tion work to the Studio during periods 
when there would otherwise be no 
Church or University sponsored pro- 
duction activity ...” 

“However,” Vreeken’s plan contin- 
ues, “there are several serious flaws 
in the Sandstar arrangement which 
result in adverse legal, tax and policy 
ramifications for BYU and_ the 
Church.” 

Vreeken said that along with other 
legal problems, the Sandstar contract 
clearly engages the studios in an “Un- 
related Trade or Business Taxable In- 
come,” in the event the studios ever 
made a profit on the contracts. 

Although Johnson was unavailable 
to comment on his reaction to the plan 
Vreeken submitted in August, Paul 
Richards, BYU’s director of Pubhe 
Communieations, said’ Wednesday 
that the contract did not fall outside 
tax laws or university policy. 

“All decisions on proposed invest- 
ments by any branch of BY U are first 
analyzed andapproved by university 
administrators,” said Richards.

Resident says no go 
to local group home

OREM — An Orem resident, op- 
posed ‘to a group home, says she 
doesn’t hate the retarded adults 
there, and even once gave them an old 
car to restore. Nonetheless, she 
wants the facility and its occupants 
removed. 

Bobby Jo Jackson was one of more 
than 300 residents attending a Tues- 
day meeting of the Orem City Council 
to consider a conditional-use permit. 
The council, with certain conditions, 
granted the permit to the home that is 
housing four men, among them Bernt 
Murphy, who confessed to a 1957 
slaying. 

“Tt don’t hate them,” she said. “I 
just wish it weren’t in my backyard.” 

Jackson said she and her husband 
gave the mena vintage Volvo to work 


on — and to give them something to 
do “other than watching our kids.” 
She and others have formed a citizen’s 
group and have hired a Provo attor- 
ney to battle the group home. 

“I. don’t think it’s appropriate to 
have child sex offenders in a neigh- 
borhood,” she said. “Put them in a 
rural setting where they have 
acreage and chores to take care of. 
Putting them in a community filled to 
the brim with children doesn’t make 
sense.” 

Murphy has been the focus of con- 
trover'sy since neighbors learned he 
had been living in the group home 
since Jan. 25. 

He spent 33 years in the state men- 
tal hospital before the Utah Supreme 
Court ordered his release in 1988, 
finding the state had no jurisdiction to 
hold Murphy.

The con- 
tract was signed on Aug. 6, 1986, ac- 
cording to Vreeken. 

Vreeken said within a few months 
of submitting the analysis he and 
other university employees took their 
concerns about Sandstar and John- 
son’s possible conflicts of interests to 
university officials. 

The Daily Universe tried to contact 
Johnson about alleged conflicts of in- 
terest, but he left word for Universe 
staff to contact Richards for all infor- 
mation on the story. 

Carol Roylance, former secretary 


to studio manager John Taylor, said. 


many questions have been raised 
about perceived mismanagement 
caused by Johnson’s possible conflicts 
of interest. Richards said the univer- 
sity doesn’t comment on internal per- 
sonnel matters. 


Roylance said she and other em- 


ployees with concerns over several of 
Johnson’s actions voiced their suspi- 
cions to university administrators 
through two representatives: James 
Arrington, a free lance writer for the 
studio, and another employee. 
Roylance, Arrington and Vreeken

all said they and five other employees 
were laid off by Johnson within weeks 
of talking to university officials: Each 
said he believed he was laid off be- 
cause he complained about Johnson. 
However, each was told in a form let- 
ter that the layoffs were caused by a 
reduction in force required by the uni- 
versity. Since then, investigations 
have been initiated by both BYU’s 
Employee Relations and the College 
of Fine Arts and Communications, ac- 
cording to Roylance, 

Vreeken said he felt university ac- 
tion was moving too slowly and 
brought his allegations to the Utah 
County Attorney. After conducting a 
preliminary investigation, a 
spokesman for the attorney’s office 
said the investigation was turned 
over to BYU police. 

Richards said Wednesday that the 
Utah County: Attorney’s Office has 
since agreed to assign one investiga- 
tor to interview the laid off em- 
ployees. “We were concerned that the 
investigation be conducted by a third 
party, not a body affiliated with the 
university,” he said. 

Richards.also said there have been 
errors in previous coverage by The 
Daily Universe and other local media 
that said the Motion Picture Studio 
was being investigated by the IRS 
because of complaints from Vreeken. 

“The IRS is auditing all areas of the 
university at this time as part of their 
routine procedure with any tax-ex-

on Lithuania

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev increased pres- 
sure on the breakaway Lithuanian re- 
public Wednesday by ordering its citi- 
zens to turn in their guns and telling 
the KGB to strengthen controls on 
the republic’s border. 

In a decree certain to heighten ten- 
sion between Lithuania and the 
Kremlin, Gorbachev also temporarily 
banned the sale of firearms in Lithua- 
nia and said those citizens who do not 
surrender weapons within a week will 
have them confiscated. 

Premier Kazimira Prunskiene of 
Lithuania told reporters in Vilnius 
her government was still counting on 
negotiations. with Moscow on the re- 
public’s declaration of independence 
March 11. 

“All these questions should be re- 
solved by negotiations,” she said. 
“We are not getting too worked up 
about, this. We hope common sense 
will prevail.” | 

Gorbachev has proclaimed the 
declaration of independence invalid, 
but Lithuania refuses to recognize his 
authority. 

In issuing the decree, Gorbachev 
used powers given him when he was 
elected to the new, more powerful 
presidency last week.

Ad campaign boosts tourism in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Travel Council’s million-dollar 1989 
advertising campaign paid for itself nearly nine-fold, a study shows. 

The survey revealed that the typical visitor to the Beehive State last 
summer stayed 6.7 days and 5.7 nights, traveling in groups of 3.5 people 
spending an average of $490.96 while here. 

The study, commission by Utah’s five travel regions, shows the print and 
broadcast advertising campaign brought in $9 million in new tourism revenue, 
a return of $8.53 per every tax dollar spent. 

Gary Cadez, president and senior research associate at Cadwest, said the 
study was directed not at all Utah tourists, but only those who responded to 
the ad campaign. 

Cadwest chose at random about 6,500 people who had requested informa- 
tion on Utah tourism after viewing direct-response television ads or reading 
color ads in various magazines. The total number surveyed by Cadwest 
represented 10 percent of the total number who requested more information 
after viewing the ads. 

Cadwest then mailed each a questionnaire with detailed questions on 
whether they came to Utah. where they went and how much they spent. 

The top three tourist destinations were the Great Salt Lake, Zion National 
Park and Bryce Canyon National Park. 


BYU football coach suffers heart attack 


PROVO — Dick Felt, defensive coordinator of the Brigham Young Univer- 
sity football team, suffered an acute myocardial infarction Wednesday and is 
listed in serious but stable condition at the Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center, according to a statement from BY U’s Sports Information Director. 

Felt, 56, is in the Intensive Care Unit at UVRMC for treatment and 
observation for the heart attack by cardiologist Dr. Ronald Asay, hospital 
public relation spokesman Clark Caras said. 

Ralph Zobell, sports information director, said Asay treated Felt with an 
anti-coagulant that aborted the heart attack in the ear ly stages. Asay said 
Felt’s prognosis was yet to be determined pending further testing and evalua- 
tion. 

BYU coach LaVell Edwards said in a statement, “All of us in the athletic 
department were shocked and saddened to learn of Coach Felt’s misfortune. 
Our thoughts and prayers are with him and his family, and we certainly wish 
him a speedy recovery. We are anxious to have him rejoin the staff next fall.” 


Orem air among dirtiest, coalition says 


PROVO — Utah County had the nation’s second worst problem from 
fine-particulate air pollution in the first half of 1989, according to the Utah 
County Clean Air Coalition. 

A spokeswoman for Geneva Steel said the information is misleading because 
the data covered such a short time. 

“We’re doing so well. We’ve had only two violations during the winter of 
1989-90. Basically, the levels have been near record lows — almost as low as 
when the plant was closed,” said Geneva’s Mary Kay Lazarus. 

Sam Rushforth of the clean-air coalition said his group analyzed information 
compiled by the Environmental Protection Agency for levels of fine particu- 
lates in the air of various American cities. 

“The second and third highest average ... levels recorded from any area in 
the United States occur in Utah County, one in Lindon and the other in west 
Orem. The eighth and 10th highest average levels were recorded from moni- 
tors in Salt Lake County,” he said.

WASHINGTON — President Bush told Polish Prime Minister Tadeusz 
Mazowiecki on Wednesday his country’s borders must not be altered by the 
reunification of Germany. 

Bush delivered his assurance at a sun-splashed ceremony at the White House 
welcoming Poland’s first non-communist prime minister since World War II. 
After the pageantry, the two leaders talked privately for a half hour, and 
Bush invited Mazowiecki back for an unscheduled discussion Thursday. Ma- 
zowiecki was also being honored Wednesday night at a state dinner.

The social conflict between men 
and women continues into the ’90s, 
decreasing stability in American 
families. How is it we can win wars, 
walk on the moon, recycle waste, save 
the whales, yet cannot resolve the 
conflict between men and women? In 
my opinion, the resolution is as close 
asa change in leadership. Women 
have followed men into the work 
force, pursuing their own personal 
goals, resulting in intense gender con- 
flict and high divorce rates. The time 
has come for women to lead — not 
follow — men. 

Historically, men and women 
shared the responsibilities of child- 
rearing. In Colonial America hus- 
bands were involved in nurturing, 
and were cognizant of family intrica- 
cies. When men moved out of the 
home into the industrial work place, 
child care was relegated to women. 
Men became segregated from, and 
oblivious to, the internal workings of 
the family; their main function was to 
provide financial security. 

On the heels of the Industrial Revo- 
lution came Sigmund Freud’s psycho- 
sexual principles, heaping guilt on the 
already-struggling mother. No won- 
der women followed men out of the 
home, where some semblance of sup- 
port could be found, and relinquished 
the scapegoat role to babysitters, 
teachers and television. : 


The conception of children is the 


autograph of dual parenting. As 
women shoulder the lion’s share of 
child-rearing responsibilities, that 
which began together in joy becomes 
an emotional burden. To consider 
nurturing exclusively a women’s role 
may imply confidence in women, how- 
ever, it also cripples.them. Mothers 
are expected to do the impossible and 
their role is viewed as a handicap to 
the family’s economy — child-rearing 
becomes onerous and unimportant. 

In a marriage enhancement class, 
Dr. Brent Barlow recently quoted the 
old axiom “a woman’s place is in the 
home” and added that the man’s 
place, too, is in the home. “The 
healthy family views itself as a unit,” 
according to Dr. Kay Edwards, pro- 
fessor of family and the law: “What 
will strengthen the family as a whole 
should be the determining factor in 
assigning tasks to spousal roles. It is 
not the imposition of tasks on the role 
of husband or wife, father or mother, 
that helps parents do what will 
strengthen, enhance and support the 
family. It is the assigning tasks to 
those roles in the healthiest way pos- 
sible for that particular family.” 

Dr. Phil Kunz, a BYU professor of 
sociology, also supports the family 
builder paradigm. “My wife and I 
have spent many hours on our knees 
prior to prayer in concerned conver- 
sation about our family,” he said. “To- 
gether with the Lord we planned our 
days and even our vacations to 
strengthen the family.” 

The trends of the past few decades 
have turned from family building to 
individual entitlement. “Me” values 
of the 70s have generally replaced tra- 
ditional values. The full, rich life of 
the individual has taken precedence 
over family life. 

Thomas Nixon Carver addresses 
the “me” problem in the context of 
religion. He states, “The thing that 
we now have to work out is a religion 
... Which will give us the strength to 
withstand the temptations of pros- 
perity with its selfish consumption 
and the consequent conflict between 
men and women. If we have forgotten 
the real ambition of life, [family build- 
ing] the failure of religious people to 
build families will result in the failure 
of religion itself.” 

In a modern context the family 
building paradigm is “old-fashioned.” 
Instead, dual-income couples with 
few or no children are viewed as the 
epitome of happiness and success. 
Many go forth enjoying self-fulfill- 
ment and the abundance of the times. 
With their hearts set on wealth and 
gratification, they often perceive chil- 
dren as avoidable conflicts. No one 
has to mind the children if there are 
none. This is a fatal-but-predicted so- 
lution to the gender conflict. 

A better solution to the gender con- 
flict is a change in leadership. Eve 
successfully persuaded Adam to keep 
the higher commandment of family 
building. Today’s Eves must likewise 
persuade Adam to come home and 
share the parenting. Family needs 
must be taken up and carried out to- 
gether if parents are willing to be 
family builders, equally yoked.

Perhaps the BYU community has 
‘inally taken its motto to heart. 

In recent weeks we have seen edi- 
corials calling for the formation of a 
BYU Peace Corps and flyers an- 
jouncing a meeting for all students 
nterested in internships in develop- 
ing countries. 

Producing students that will “go 
forth to serve” is a fundamental objec- 
tive of BYU, and its actualization is 
gratifying. 

One organization that has stead- 
fastly promoted this vision of service 
at BYU is our student chapter of the 
Oulessebougou (pronounced waa-lee- 
sa-bu-go) Alliance. 

This article is a a brief chronology 
and description of how the Oulesse- 
bougou Alliance began and of its cur- 
rent activities. In May of 1985, seven 
members of the Salt Lake Commu- 
nity Services Council traveled to the 
country of Mali, one of the poorest 
nations in the world, located in the 
center of drought-stricken, sub-Saha- 
ran Africa. 

Through the efforts of these and 
other Utahns, the greater Salt Lake 
area was able to adopt Oulesse- 
bougou, which is a region in Mali com- 
prised of 72 villages, as a “sister com- 
munity.” 

Since its inception, the Alliance has 
emphasized development: helping 
people to help themselves. 

Unlike one time gifts of food and 
relief, this is a long term project with 
the objective of providing Utahns 
with the opportunity to help the 
starving people in the Oulessebougou 
villages become self-reliant. 

In just four short years the 
Oulesesebougou Alliance has already 
provided the region with clean water 
wells, medical assistance, and im- 
proved farming implements and tech- 
niques. 

Recently, two Salt Lake optome- 
trists spent two weeks in Oulesse- 
bougou examining the eyes of nearly
